WASHINGTON, 
March 21.— 


resident Roosevelt today asked 
ogress for a continuance of di- 
et federal unemployment aid to 


states and recommended the crea- 
tion of a 
"civilian conservation 


corps" designed to put some 250,- 
000 men to work in the national 
forests. 


In a special message to Congress, 


the executive stressed the impor- 
tance of immediate 
attention to 


unemployment relief. Three types 
of legislation are needed, he said: 


PROGRAM OUTLINED 


1 For the enrollment of workers 


by the government for public em- 
ployment that can be started 
quickly; 


2. Grants to states for relief 


work, and, 


3 A broad public works labor- 


creating program. 


The third point, Mr. Roosevelt 


said, will be taken up by him in 
detail later -when he concludes a 
current study 
on

questions involved. 


In order to facilitate grants to 


states for relief -work, the presi- 
dent recommended establishment of 
the office of federal relief admin- 
istrator, "whose duty it will be to 
scan requests for grants and to 
check the efficiency and wisdom of 
their wse."

mediately enacted. I propose to 
create-a civilian conservation corps 
to -be used in simple work, not in- 
terfering with normal employment 
and confining itself to forestry, the

I call 
your attention to the fact that this 
type of work is ,of definite, prac- 
tical value, not only through the 
prevention of great present ^finan- 
cial loss, but also as a means of 
creating future national 
wealth.

"I estimate that 
250,000 men 


can be given temporary ernplov- 
ment by early summer if you will 
give me authority to proceed with- 
in the next two weeks." 


The president did not ask for any 


funds at this time because un- 
nded balances now available 


will be sufficient 
for several 


months. He stated, however, that 
a further appropriation must be 
made before the end of the special 
session to continue federal aid to 
states, inasmuch as money for that 
purpose now available 
will last 


only until May.

The patches in eczema are moist,

Contrary to the common belief, psori- 
asis and eczema are not contagious. 
Neither of these skin disorders can 
be transmitted from one individual 
to another. 
This is fortunate, for 


otherwise they would be widespread. 


The Cause Unknown 


The cause of psoriasis has never 


been discovered. Within recent years, 
investigations in diet and nutrition 
have led to the belief that this skin 
disorder can be traced to faulty diet. 
It is now definitely known that a diet 
low in proteins is of benefit to suf- 
ferers from this disease. 


As in other skin disorders, victims 


of psoriasis resort to many salves 
and ointments in an effort to cure 
the disease. Ointments are beneficial 
but should only be used when pre- 
scribed by a .physician.;. Bear in mind, 


too. that an ointment which Ja bone- 
lici;:l t;> one person IIKI.V be harmful 
to another. 


An ointment containing small-por- 


tions of tar is helpful I" many in- 
stances. Exposure to a quartx lamp 
aids the allliction. Tins lamp treat- 
ment should be given slowly and this 
length 
of 
exposure gradually 
In- 


creased. 
In severe cases beneficial 


results have been obtained by X-ray 
treatment. 


Method of Treatment 


Before 
applying the salve pre- 


scribed for you by your physician, 
remove the scales ati'l rough skin 
Uo this by taking a <l:iiiy warm bath. 
Use a stiff brush ami plenty of -soap 
Tincture of green so.ip is best for 
this purpose. 
It is antiseptic ami 


cleansing. 
The salve may then be 


applied to the involved area. 


Local treatment is important, but 


every effort should be made to im- 
prove the general health of the vic- 
tim. 
Alcohol, pepper, spices 
and 


other condiments .should be omitted 
from the diet. Protein foods, such as 
meat, fish, fowl, meat soups, eggs, 
liver and kidneys should be avoided. 
Daily 
elimination 
is 
imperative. 


Drink at least six to eight glasses of 
water daily.
